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Nixon Plans 
Heavy Slate 
Of Activities 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Back in the 
White House where he has spent only 
two full days in the past month, 
President Nixon plans a “very active” 
Washington schedule of meetings and 
conferences this week. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler, 
who described the schedule, said 
Nixon would meet today with Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford and on 
Tuesday with five of his top economic 
advisers. 
On Wednesday morning Nixon meets 
with Democratic and Republican 
congressional leaders on his June-July 
trips to the Middle East and the Soviet 
Union, Ziegler said. 
Secretary of State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger, due here Tuesday after 
reporting to European leaders on the 
Soviet journey, will join the President 
in briefing the congressional delega­ 
tion. 
Ziegler said Nixon also will meet 
with the Cabinet Thursday. 
Nixon is expected to fly to his San 
Gemente, Calif., home late in the week 
for a stay of about IO days. He flew 
here from Key Biscayne, Fla., Sunday 
night.

by 
helicopter Sunday to Palm Beach to 
inspect the palatial Mar-A-Lago estate 
willed to the government by Mrs. 
Marjorie Merriweather Post, who died 
last year. The 17-acre spread, which 
boasts its own nine-hole golf course, 
will be available as a presidential 
retreat, meeting place and guest house 
for visiting world leaders.

Reported Likely 


Go To Polls; 
Toss-Up Seen 


TORONTO, Ont. (AP) — A crowd of 
immigrants cheered Prime Minister 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau and booed 
challenger Robert Stanfield at a 
picnic, as the two wound up cam­ 
paigning for the election today of a new 
House of Commons. 
Canadian voters were going to the 
polls to decide whether Trudeau’s 
Liberals or Stanfield’s Conservatives 
would form the next government. Po­ 
litical experts rated the election a toss­ 
up, though the Liberals have held a 
narrow lead in every poll. But the polls 
point to neither party winning a major­ 
ity, with Canada’s second successive 
minority government as the result. 


Trudeau and Stanfield made final 
campaign appearances Sunday at a 
huge picnic on a lush island in the 
m iddle of Toronto h arb o r. It was 
sponsored by a radio station that 
broadcasts in 32 languages tor Cana­ 
d a’s 
large 
first-generation 
im­ 
migration population, and most of the 
crowd of 15,000 were immigrants. 


Trudeau arrived in the early af­ 
ternoon in a sport shirt and was 
mobbed and cheered. The 54-year-old 
French-Canadian leader did a little 
Greek dance while his 25-year-old wife, 
Margaret, danced with an elderly 
Italian woman. 


Two hours after the Trudeaus left, 
Stanfield, 60, showed up in a tie and 
sports jacket. The crowd had dwindled 
to about 1,000, and it greeted Stan­ 
field, whose support is strongest 
among Canada’s English-speaking 
population, with a chorus of boos 
sprinkled with a few cheers. He got his 
feet wet while trying to board a boat to 
leave and hit his head on a low beam as 
he climbed inside.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A joint 
legislative conference committee is 
expected to receive today a report 
saying the state has about $80 million 
available for a new- supplemental 
appropriations bill. 
House Speaker A.G. I^ancione, D-99 
Bellaire, said Sunday he had the word 
unofficially that such an estimate 
would be provided by John B. Olsen, 
director of the Office of Budget & 
Management. The report may stun 
some lawmakers told as late as two 
weeks ago to expect no surplus. 


Olsen’s office is slated to present its 
report tonight to the committee of 
three 
Dem ocrats 
and 
three 
Republicans which has been looking at 
proposed new spending since the 
legislature adjourned June 12. 


After they received conflicting 
figures at a 
meeting June 
24— 
including Republican forecasts for a 
$75 million surplus— they adjourned 
until final figures were available for 
the fiscal year that ended a week ago 
last Sunday. 


I^ancione said if such an amount is 
available, the conference committee 
will have to take “a serious look” at 
some new priorities, including a state 
employe pay raise that would include 
striking guards and blue collar 
workers at the lebanon Correctional 
Institution. 


“We’ll have some priorities, and I 
am sure they (the Republicans) will, 
too,” said Ixincione, who also men­ 
tioned more state aid to education as 
being among Democratic priorities. 


The speaker all but ruled out the 
possibility that the committee can 
reach an agreement tonight, in time to 
call a full session of the legislature 
Tuesday—as had been mentioned. 


Instead, he indicated the committee 
may continue to meet this week to see 
if an agreement is possible between 
the Democrat-controlled House and 
the Republican-dominated Senate. 
The speaker said state employes and

financially-troubled school districts 
“both are clammoring” for more 
funds—state workers because inflation 
wiped out their last increase, and the 
schools as a result of tax levies being 
defeated at the polls last May. “It’s 
something we’ll have to consider,’’ he 
said. 


Olsen’s office and the Department of 
Taxation both said as late as two 
weeks ago that they had no reason to 
change their earlier estimate that the 
state would end the first year of its 
two-year fiscal biennium with a 
substantial surplus. 


However, the legislative Budget 
Office, at the June 24 meeting, men­ 
tioned a surplus in the vicinity of $60 
million and said it was using Depart­ 
ment of Taxation figures. At the time, 
at least one Democrat indicated he 
was beginning to think there was a 
surplus. 


Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, 
after questioning Richard Sheridan of 
the legislative office, said he believed 
there might be enough to set aside 
about $35 million for the pay raise and 
$60 million to $65 million to give each 
school district an extra $15 to $20 per 
pupil. 
Ocasek said Sunday he will continue 
to press for those items. 


Gov. John J. Gilligan sent to the 
legislature in early May a proposal for 
the allocation of about $43.5 million in 
expected profits from the new state 
lottery which goes into operation next 
month. 
He rejected a Republican remake of 
his bill which boosted the total to $81.8 
million, including $37 million in 
proposed tax relief. Gilligan pointed to 
estimates of his fiscal officers that the 
state could afford no additional 
spending. 


Democratic and Republican ver­ 
sions of a supplemental bill otherwise 
contain a number of conflicting 
priorities that could cancel each other 
out in the negotiations that lie ahead. 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Special 
Prosecutor I^eon Jaworski argued 
today that if President Nixon or any 
president is free to rule that the 
Constitution “means what he says it 
does” without Supreme Court review, 
then Americans are no longer equal 
under the law. 


The special prosecutor said it would 
be particularly inappropriate to vest 
such power in President Nixon “in a 
personally delicate situation involving 
criminal charges against two of his 
former closest aides and devotees,” 
John D. EMhrlichman and H. R. 
Haldernan. 


Nixon’s lawyer, James D. St. Clair, 
contends that the President will no 
longer be “master in his own house” if 
he is forced to comply with a federal 
court order to yield tape recordings 
and documents covering 64 White 
House conversations, as evidence in 
the coming Watergate cover-up trial. 


Jaworski was first to deliver his 
spoken argument before the justices 
and a packed Supreme Court chamber, 
in a case that raised fundamental 
questions about the the powers of the 
presidency. 


St. Clair has held in his briefs that 
the President has the right to withhold 
potential Watergate evidence. 


Jaworski disagreed. He said Nixon 
may be correct in his interpretation of 
the Constitution, but he may also be 
wrong, “and if he is wrong, who is to 
tell him so?” 


“And if there is no one, as the 
President and his counsel argue in 
their briefs, the President then is free 
to pursue his course of his erroneous 
interpretations,” 
Jaworski said. 
“What then becomes of our con­ 
stitutional form of government?” 


” ... In our view, this nation’s con­ 
stitutional form of government is in 
serious jeopardy if the President — 
any president — is to say that the Con­ 
stitution means what he says it does 
and that there is no one — not even this 
Supreme Court — to tell him other­ 
wise,” the special prosecutor said. 
4 Then men no longer are equal in the 
law. 


“Then we have ingrafted an ex­ 
ception to the time-honored concept 
that this is a government of laws,” 
Jaworski said.

Brown Raps 
Soviet TV 


SPRINGFIELD, Ohio (AP) - Rep. 
Clarence Brown, R-Ohio, asked 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger to 
formally protest today the Russian 
government’s interruption of U.S. net­ 
work television news reports during 
President Nixon’s visit to the country. 


American newsmen said that the 
Soviets turned off the audio portion of 
some of their reports during the 
President’s visit. 


In a letter to Kissinger, Brown 
wrote: “This kind of censorship by the 
Russians of the transm ission of 
legitimate news reports by American 
broadcast journalists is abhorrent to 
all Americans and totally disregards 
the established principles of freely 
reporting the news between the United 
States and Russia. 


“If the spirit of detente between the 
U.S. and Russia is to truly exist after 
so many strides forward have been 
made, it seems absolutely necessary 
that the unfettered communication of 
legitim ate news events must be 
allowed,” Brown said. 
Speed Curbs Cut Holiday Toll 


CHICAGO (AP) — Lowered speed 
limits are responsible for reducing the 
Fourth of July holiday traffic death toll 
by almost one-third, a survey of law 
enforcement and safety officials in­ 
dicates. 
While officials in some states 
reported somewhat less traffic than 
normal during the 102-hour holiday 
period, most questioned Sunday 
pointed to the 55 mile per hour speed 
limit as the major factor in reduced 
highway deaths. 
“I think we’re reducing the number 
of deaths every month that we have it 
and can enforce it adequately,” said 
Col. E. W. Jones, commander of the 
North Carolina State Patrol. 
“Speed comes shining through as the 
major factor,” said a spokesman for 
the National Safety Council. The 
council predicted that 450 to 550 per­ 
sons would die over the fournday 


weekend, which began at 6 p.m. 
Wednesday. 
The toll stood at 519 at midnight 
EDT, compared with 758 in 1972, the 
most recent four-day Fourth of July 
weekend. 
The reduced death toll appears “way 
out of proportion to the relative 
reduction in miles traveled,” said Maj. 
Richard Lueck of the Minnesota State 
Patrol. “We can only conclude that the 
55 m.p.h. limit is the basic factor.” 
Highway officials sampled at ran­ 
dom by The Associated Press were 
nearly unanimous in citing reduced 
speeds as the major factor in the fewer 
traffic deaths. Some also pointed to 
reduced travel because of higher gas 
prices. 
States contacted included Florida, 
Louisiana, Wisconsin, North and South 
Dakota, Massachusetts, Ohio, North 
and South Carolina, Connecticut, New 


Hampshire, New Mexico, Texas, 
Colorado, Arkansas, Minnesota and 
Nebraska. 
Only Nebraska officials discounted 
reduced speeds and put the major 
emphasis on a reduction in travel. 
“ I don’t think the speed limit really 
has anything to do with it. When 
there's 
no 
traffic, 
th ere’s 
no 
fatalities,” a spokesman said. That 
state’s ll weekend fatalities pushed 
the toll five persons over the July 3-8 
period of 1973. 


“We had predicted 15 billion miles 
would be driven over the holiday 
weekend—not a substantial reduction 
in travel (compared to 15.7 billion 
miles in 1972),” said National Safety 
Council spokesman Ron Kuykendall. 
“Other factors may play a part; 
people may be taking fewer long high­ 
way trips. Maybe parents aren’t giving

Judiciary Panel 
To Hear Dean 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Judiciary Committee is entering what 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., 
hopes will be the final week of its im­ 
peachment inquiry with John W. Dean 
III as a key witness. 
Dean, whose Senate testimony a 
year ago linking President Nixon to the 
Watergate cover-up helped start the 
march of events that led to the im­ 
peachment proceedings, is due to 
appear before the committee Tuesday 
or Wednesday. 
Frederick C. I .aRue, a former of­ 
ficial in Nixon’s re-election committee, 
continues his testimony today. 
Dean is being called at the request of 
Nixon’s impeachment lawyer, James 
D. St. Hair, who apparently hopes 
through cross-examination to discredit 
some of Dean’s previous testimony. 
However, St. Cair may be sharply 
restricted in the questions he can put to 
Dean because the committee inquiry is 
not a trial. The scope of his ex­ 
amination will be set by the com­ 
mittee. 
St. Clair has told the committee he 
wants to question Dean only about his 
role in the payment of $75,000 to con­ 
victed Watergate conspirator E. How­ 
ard Hunt Jr. and his discussion with 
Nixon on March 21, 1973, about 
demands for money by Hunt and other 
Watergate defendants. 
However, by having Dean called, St. 
Clair has made it possible for the 
impeachment inquiry staff to range 
over his whole series of charges about 
White House involvement in the cover- 
up. 
St. Clair is pinpointing his defense on 
the $75,000 payment, attempting to 
prove it was for legal fees, not hush 


money to keep Hunt from talking. But 
the inquiry staff has developed a much 
broader case, for which Dean might 
provide more detail. 
The staff already has gone far 
beyond the March 21 events with 
I^aRue, also called at St. Clair’s 
suggestion. 
LaRue 
delivered 
the 
$75,000 
payment to Hunt’s lawyer, and St. 
Clair wants to question him only about 
that. But I^aRue, who has pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to obstruct justice, 
delivered a total of $230,000 from a 
White House fund to W atergate 
defendants, and the staff is questioning 
him about that. 
IiaRue spent nearly two hours on the 
stand Friday and will be back today 
when the hearings resume at 3 p.m. 
The starting time was postponed to 
allow St. Clair to make his argument 
before the Supreme Court in the White 
House tapes case brought by Special 
Prosecutor I>eon Jaworski. 
I.aRue is to be followed as a witness 
by William O. Bittman, Hunt’s lawyer 
who received the $75,000 from I .a Rue. 
He is not expected to be before the 
committee long, and then Dean will 
take over. 
Chief Counsel John Doar has only 
two more witnesses to call—Assistant 
Atty. Gen. Henry E. Petersen and 
Herbert W. Kalmbach, Nixon’s former 
personal lawyer. Kalmbach will be 
brought from jail, where he is serving 
a six-month sentence for illegal 
campaign fund solicitation. 
The committee’s schedule calls for 
examination of witnesses to end by 
Friday and for deliberation on 
proposed articles of impeachment to 
begin July 15.

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Tight Steel Supply Is Cause Of Concern

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — A steel 
market growing ever tighter 
has 
become the major concern of steel 
users and producers, Industry Week 
reported today. 
The domestic steel industry will 
have to add between 25 million and 30 
million tons of new raw steel capacity 
by 1980 to keep up with market growth, 
the magazine said. 


In addition, the industry must 
replace 25 tons of capacity that is 
wearing out or becoming obsolete. 
Steelmakers say 25 million tons 
capacity cannot be realized at current 
profit levels, but IW forecasts certain 
improvement in profit and return on 
sales and investment this year with 
demand booming. 
Seven of the nation’s top IO steel 


companies have announced plans to 
add a total of 10.5 million tons capacity 
by 1977, the business weekly said. 
Using the conventional yield figure 
of 70 per cent, that means major 
steelmakers should be able to ship at 
least 7.4 million tons more of finished 
products per year than they can now, 
the editors said. 
The magazine’s compilation of 


additions announced to date: 
U.S. Steel Corp., 5 million tons from 
all facilities by 1976; Bethlehem Steel 
Corp., 1.6 million tons at Burns Har­ 
bor, Ind., and I^ackawanna, N.Y., by 
1977, and National Steel Corp., I 
million tons overall.

Speaking Of Your Health

A cousin of mine belongs to a 
religious sect that does not permit 
blood transfusions. Although there is 
no immediate concern, we wonder 
what would happen if such a need ever 
arose. 
Mr. and Mrs. E.E.S., Nev. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. S: 
Fortunately, this problem does not 
arise often enough to make it a major 
health hazard. Yet, when such a 
situation does occur and people are 
rigid and unyielding, the matter has, in 
some states, been considered a legal 
one and is resolved in the courts. 
An interesting contribution recently 
was made by Captain George V. Hart, 
a physician at the United States Navel 
Hospital in Long Beach, Calif. To save 
the life of a seriously anemic patient 
who refused a blood transfusion, a new 
method was used to save his life. 
A hyperbaric chamber is a special 
enclosure used for battling special 
types of infection by increasing the 
oxygen content of the room. 
Dr. Hart placed patients who refused 
blood transfusions in the hyberbaric 
chamber and dramatically increased 


the 
oxygen 
in 
their 
blood. 
This 
provided blood for the brain, the heart, 
and the other organs long enough to 
keep the patient alive until other forms 
of treatment could be used.

You may be referring to an in­ 
teresting report that recently came out 
of the St. Vincent’s Medical Center in 
Staten Island, N.Y. A group of 60 
patients recovering from serious heart 
attacks were permitted to swallow a 
glass of hot water. Sixteen of the 
patients seemed to show some change 
in the heart action. There was slowing 
of the beat and other temporary 
changes 
revealed 
by

elec­ 
trocardiogram. This suggests that hot 
beverages should not be given for at 
least six months after having survived 
an acute heart attack. 
Your own doctor can best evaluate 
the validity of this report.

A dog is not dog’s best friend. He 
seldom seeks his own. Given a choice, 
he prefers humans. In the wild state, 
he will gravitate to packs of dogs and 
forage for food in panting tension and 
fear. In a home, he stakes out the 
people and the premises, and guards 
them with his life. 
He will attack an armed robber, but 
will hide under a bed when he hears 
thunder. His brain contains a highly 
accurate clock. He knows exactly 
when children are due home from 
school, or a man from work. He even 
knows when someone is oversleeping 
on a weekend. 
A dog never feels that he is owned by 
a family. He adopts them; he frowns 
with worry when they leave the house; 
no one displays such unabashed sur­ 
prise and love when they return safely. 
He can be taught tricks—to sit up, to 
beg, to “ speak” —but his inclination is 
to operate by instinct. Often, he will 
Dermit small children to yank his tail, 
stick their fingers in his eyes and ears, 
but he will growl or shy away if an 
adult does it. 
Instinct makes him sleep with his 
chin on his front paws; it protects his 
throat from attack. When he begins to 
sleep on his side, it means that he has 
“ adopted” the house and feels safe. 
His mother weans him and his 
siblings when she feels the sharp milk 
teeth. After that, he must learn to lap 
milk from a dish or a pan. To do this,all 
food must be forced to fly upward, so 
he laps, curls his tongue and jerks his 
head, forcing food toward his throat. 
From his first conscious moment, he 
spends his life trying to please. Cor­ 
poral punishment will convert a good 
dog into a slinking hysteric. When, in 
puppyhood, he makes a mess, he 
should be carried to the site of the 
crime, forced to smell it, and given a 
light tap on the behind, accompanied 
by the word “ bad.” 
The word, uttered softly, will have as 
much impact as shouted. If the family 
yells at him he will stop trying to 
decipher words, and pay attention only 
to tone. No matter how intelligent he 
is, he will never learn more than a 
handful of human words. 
By repetition, he should be taught his 
name, 
and 
the 
words 
“ good,” 
“ had.” and no” and “ okay.” When he 
is confused, and does the right thing, 
he should be petted and hear the word 
“ good" several times. If you want ot 
give him a candy, or a cookie, hold it 
out and say “ no” softly. 
He will try to snatch it. Push his head 
away gently, and say “ no” again. Do 
this until, as you hold the goodie 
toward him, he backs away in con­ 
fusion. Then say “ okay” and shove it 
between his teeth while stroking his 
head. 
Repeat the lesson over and over 
again. In less than a day, you can drop 


a piece of candy on the floor and say 
“ no.” He will not touch it. His eyes will 
remain on you rather than the candy. 
When you murmur “ okay,” he will eat 
it with wagging tail. 
Thus “ good,” “ bad.” “ no” and 
“ okay” become the key words of his 
life. If he is about to run into the street 
in traffic, merely say “ no” and he will 
skid to a stop and look back at you. 
He will take license in the house only 
if you permit it. If he jumps up on you 
or guests, it is because you thought it 
was cute and flattering when he was 
little. The same applies to dogs on 
furniture. 


Deep inside, he has feelings of 
jealousy and revenge. These are in­ 
stinctive. When a new baby arrives,, he 
will be jealous or protective, depen­ 
ding upon how much attention you pay 
to him versus the infant. If he is left 
alone for long periods, he will tear a 
bedspread or a couch cushion when the 
house is empty. 


He has deep feelings of guilt and, 
when he does wrong, will often refuse 
to meet the family at the door when 
they return. He will hide and hang his 
head before anyone discovers the 
crime. 
No matter how much love you give 
your dog, he is prepared to give more 
to you. If you lose your temper and 
beat him he will crawl toward you on 
his belly. If his chronic attitude is over­ 
emotional and hysterical, it is because 
he draws his cues from the family.

Postmaster Offers 
Vacation Mailing Hints 


Tips to help vacationers enjoy 
trouble-free mailing of letters and post 
cards while on their vacation were 
offered today by Circleville Post­ 
master Charles H. Walters. 
“ Mail as early as possible in the day, 
preferably in the morning,” he said. 
“ Avoid mailing on weekends when 
many post offices are closed. And try 
to deposit cards in mailboxes that 
indicate an early pickup.” 
He also suggested to buy enough 
stamps before leaving home to prevent 
running out far away from the nearest 
post office. Keep in mind that stamps 
are more expensive when purchased 
from commercial vending machines. 
Always use sufficient postage. For 
first-class cards, use an 8-cent stamp if 
the post card is not larger than the 
standard 4l4 by 6 inch size. For jumbo 
cards, 10-cent stamps are required. 
For airmail, use an 11-cent stamp on 
standard post cards and 13-cents for 
jumbo cards. 
As a general rule, use airmail 
stamps only when the mailing distance 
is 600 miles or more. 
Remember to use ZIP codes. Many 
times cards are addressed hurriedly 
while riding in cars, trains or planes.

However, if you prefer, you can fill 
out a form available from the post 
office and request that your mail be 
held for any period up to 30 days. If you 
choose this method, be sure to specify 
when you want your mailman to 
resume home delivery.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - “ I don’t 
know anyone in show business who has 
enough financial know-how to make 
wise investments. We simply have to 
take other people’s advice. And this 
time we all were duped.” 
Singer Andy Williams was reflecting 
philosophically on his $538,000 in­ 
vestment in an oil swindle that lost 
millions for entertainment figures as 
well as leaders of the business world. 
He pointed out the 
financial 
vulnerability of stars who make big 
money in a brief period. 
“ When a performer made a big 
bundle and faced paying 80 per cent in 
taxes, he got frantic,” said Williams. 
“ He never knew when the money 
would stop coming in. 
“ Naturally he looked for ways to 
keep some of the money.” 
Williams was speaking of times 
before the tax was limited to 50 per 
cent of earned income. Then the 
business agents and financial advisers 
of the stars recommended tax shelters. 
One of the most attractive of such 
investments seemed to be the Home- 


Stake Production Co. of Tulsa, Okla. 
I .ate last month, it was disclosed 
that Home-Stake was an elaborate, 
high-powered swindle. Its list of in­ 
vestors 
included 
Jack 
Benny — 
$300,000. Liza Minnelli- $231,000, Bob 
Dylan—$78,000 
and 
Barbra 
Streisand—$28,500. 
Most of the victims had never seen 
the oil wells that were supposed to save 
their highly taxable earnings. The 
stars relied on the advice of their in­ 
vestment counselors. 
“ My 
people 
looked 
into 
it 
thoroughly, even made trips to oil 
fields in Caracas,’’ says ballad singer 
Bobby Gentry, who invested $98,000 in 
Home-Stake. 
“ An independent ac­ 
counting firm even made a report on 
the company. It was a highly so­ 
phisticated operation. 
“ How do you guard against being 
taken again? How indeed! Everyone 
believed in it.” 
What can performers learn from the 
Home-Stake fiasco? 
“ I’ve known for quite a while that 
there are no good tax shelters left,” 


said singer Williams, “ not unless you 
want to take a lot of risks. 
“ In the days of high tax rates, we 
used to say we would be satisfied to be 
a 50-50 partner with Uncle Sam. 
“ Now that there is a 50 per cent limit 
on earned income, you might as well 
pay the taxes and not look for 
shelters.” 


Williams added that his losses will 
not be too great if the Internal Revenue 
Service allows the tax write-offs to re­ 
main. 
“ But I’ve heard the IRS may 
disallow the deductions on the basis 
that the money wasn’t put into the 
ground,” the singer said. 
“ If that happens. I’m going to be 
singing Moon River’ a little more.”

Cadet Fights 
To G radu ate 


WEST POINT, N Y. (AP) - Donald 
M. Boyd, who m arried secretly while a 
cadet at the U.S. Military Academy 
and now is fighting to graduate, has 
been handed a setback after a hearing 
before a Board of Officers, his civilian 
lawyer says. 


The five-member military tribunal 
announced Friday night that it had 
found 
Boyd 
in 
violation 
of 
the 
acad em y ’s honor code, attorney 
Steven Hyman said. 
Hyman is also representing Boyd in 
a federal court proceeding in which 
they attack as unconstitutional a West 
Point regulation that forbids cadets 
from marrying. The punishment is 
separation from the academy. 
The hearing, however, was not on 
that issue. An Army spokesman said 
the regulation “ is not the immediate 
cause of this action. The immediate 
cause is secrecy.” 


The academ y’s charges 
against 
Boyd are that he lied about his marital 
status, thereby violating the honor 
code. 
Boyd, according to Hyman, was 
found to have violated the code 
because he failed to say on an in­ 
surance form that the woman named 
as his beneficiary was his wife. 


“The whole nature of the proceeding 
was a ruse,” Hyman said later. “The 
issue of being m arried is obviously the 
core of the case." 
“This was clearly an attem pt to 
bypass a regulation and put it on safe 
ground — the honor code,” Hyman 
said.

Stability and Safety Performance of 
Two-and Three-Wheeled Vehicular 
Toys for Riding,” was designed to find 
out why some 100,000 kids are hurt on 
three-wheelers every year. It revealed 
that the traditional tricycles have a 
precariously high center of gravity. 
The Navy’s Frisbee project, lasting 
four years, was an attempt to develop 
a disc-shaped flare that could be 
launched at night from airplanes to 
illuminate battlefields below. 
The idea flopped because Frisbee 
flares would have required what the 
Navy called a “ monstrous and ex­ 
pensive launcher,” and they didn’t fly 
right. 
In addition to studying toads' mating 
calls, the National Science Foundation 
says it also acquired knowledge about 
toad venoms which may be of value to 
heart stimulation studies in humans.

Lebanon Workers 
A w ait Pay Action 


I LEBANON, Ohio (AP) - A union 
leader at the lebanon Correctional 
Institute says striking workers would 
not be satisfied with a 31-cent hourly 
pay hike but probably would end their 
walkout if lawmakers granted the 
increase. 
“We certainly deserve more and 
should have more and we know they 
have the money to give it to us,” said 
Arnold Fee, who heads the LCI unit of 
the Ohio Civil Service Employes 
Association 
Fee added that the guards and other 
workers at the lebanon prison would 
have to be guaranteed the increase 
before they return to their jobs. 
“We want it on paper,” Fee said. 
' We don t want any promises.” 
Fee said it was his opinion that 
legislative approval of the proposed 
pay increase for state employes would 
head off a threatened statewide strike 
in correctional facilities. 
The 31-cent pay raise was expected 
to be a priority item on the agenda for 
a meeting tonight in Columbus of a 
joint legislative conference committee 
on supplem ental appropriations, 
according to House Speaker A. G. 
l^incione. 
I .undone said Sunday he understood 
the administration was preparing to 
tell the committee that the state had an 
$80 million surplus at the end of the 


fiscal year June 30. 
If that is the case, the speaker said, 
the committee ‘‘will be able to take a 
serious look” at proposed new 
spending by the state in the next 12 
months. 
Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, 
agreed that salary increases for state 
employes should be a top priority item 
if a surplus exists. 
“The last pay raise granted state 
employes has been wiped out by in­ 
flation,” Ocasek said. “These people 
are in a real bind.” 
He said he will push for the com­ 
mittee to continue meeting the rest of 
the week until a compromise bill is 
drawn up for a special session of the 
legislature. 
Participating in the strike that 
began Saturday at the Lebanon facility 
were members of the Ohio Civil Ser­ 
vices Employes Association, the

unions said the walkout was not sanc­ 
tioned.

(Q.) I’ll probably sell my home at a 
profit and have to report it as a capital 
gain. Is there any way I can reduce the 
amount subject to tax by having the 
buyer pay me in installments? 
(A.) Yes. The installment method 
may be used for reporting profits on 
the sale of real estate when the buyer 
agrees to make two or more payments 
in two or more of the seller’s tax years. 
The installment method may not be 
used if the collections, if any, in the 
year of sale exceed 30 per cent of the 
selling price. However, a sale may be 
reported on the installment method 
even though no payments are made in 
the year of sale.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A battered 
yellow pad covered with names was 
the key to a seat today as lawyers for 
President Nixon and special Water­ 
gate prosecutor I>eon Jaworski headed 
for their confrontation before the 
Supreme Court 
Keeper of the list was Bruce Kaplan 
of Chicago, a student working in 
Washington for the summer who was 
No. 8 in line, having arrived on the 
scene Sunday morning. 
More than 250 other persons, mainly 
of college age. waited with Kaplan 
early today in front of the building. 
They kept in order by using the 
yellow pad list showing who had 
arrived first, who second, and so forth 
in order to be sure the first to arrive 
also would be the first admitted to the 
courtroom. 
Kaplan said the list was started 
because they were not allowed across 
the street onto the court steps until 
around midnight Sunday and the line 
to enter could only be formed then 
Police were bringing the youths 
across the street in groups of IO 
following the order of the list and Sgt 
Joseph Reid of the force guarding the 
court complimented their organ­ 
ization. 
“ These characters are all right,” 


Held remarked, scanning the long line 
which snaked down the steps, along a 
row of hedges and onto the sidewalk. 
Kaplan said the list w as set up by the 
early arrivals to “ prevent a lot of 
pushing and shoving,” and “ to try and 
keep as orderly as possible.”

Beauty Aids 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Oil rich 
Saudi Arabia bought about $100 million 
worth of U.S. farm products in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, about triple 
its 1972-73 purchases, and business is 
expected to continue to improve, the 
Agriculture Department said today. 
But other countries are vying 
strongly for the Arabian food market, 
particularly in sales of rice, frozen 
poultry and processed foods, the 
department’s Foreign Agricultural 
Service said in a weekly publication. 
“ Underlying the surge in U.S. 
agricultural exports is the rapid ex­ 
pansion of Saudi Arabia’s economy, 
propelled by an estimated $20 billion in 
oil export revenues, almost triple the 
$7 billion of 1973,” the report said. 
The 1973-74 fiscal year gain for U.S. 
farm exports to the Arabian market 
included increased sales of rice, wheat 
flour and livestock feed. The report’s 
author, 
John 
B. 
Parker 
of 
the 
department’s Economic Research 
Service, said unproved per capita 
incomes can mean further demand for 
those products. 
“ The expected improvement in 
living standards for rural Saudi 
Arabians will trigger a shift to wheat 
and rice in diets, as opposed to home­ 
grown millet and sorghum,” Parker 
said. “ Progressively, this shift will 
free more animal feed for the nation’s 
expanding commercial 
livestock 
operations.” 
Although the increase in farm sales 
to Saudi Arabia last year was spec­ 
tacular, the market still is not large 


when compared with U.S. farm ex­ 
ports in other areas of the world. Ja ­ 
pan, for example, bought about $3.3 
billion worth in the fiscal year just 
ended. 


Hong Kong, another Asian market, 
purchased about $200 million worth of 
U.S. farm products in 1973-74, double 
the sales to Saudi Arabia. And Hong 
Kong’s population is only about two- 
thirds of Saudi Arabia’s six million. 


Even so, the expansion of the Saudi 
Arabian market is encouraging to U.S. 
officials who see any positive trade 
development in the Middle East as an­ 
other signal of stability. Also, the 
exports help offset U.S. purchases of 
Middle East oil.

CHICAGO (AP) — A new cereal 
category, “ the natural cereals,” 
already accounts for more than 9 per 
cent of the ready-to-eat cereals con­ 
sumed at the American breakfast 
table, according to the Quaker Oats 
Company which makes a cereal 
named IOO Percent Natural Cereal.

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Ohio River, Campus Marti us 
Museums Located In Marietta

Almost 200 years ago, Marietta, the 
first 
organized 
settlement 
in 
the 
Northwest 
Territory, 
was 
just 
beginning to come to life near where 
the Muskingum flows into the Ohio 
River. This summer, you and your 
family can relive those early years of 
Marietta and the growth of the rivers 
that ran by the City at two of the Ohio 
Historical 
Society’s 
Yesterday 
Getaways. 
It almost goes without saying that a 
river museum should be located as 
near as possible to an actual river, but 
building near a river also brings the 
inevitable problem of how- to deal with 
seasonal flooding. For that reason, the 
new Ohio River Museum, on Front 
Street in Marietta, was actually 
designed to be 
flooded without 
damage. Standing on a dramatic 
platform of stilts, three separate 
exhibit structures have been linked 
together by elevated walkways. The 
area beneath the buildings has been 
arranged into a courtyard where a 
working lock system, pilothouse and 
other large outdoor exhibits will be 
added later this year. 
Each of the three main buildings 
house exhibits on a specific theme, but 
also serve several other purposes. The 
entry unit, for example, tells the story 
of the creation of river systems 
through glaciation and water runoff 
and exhibits freeze-dried examples of 
the wildlife that lives in and around the 
water. At the same time this building 
also serves as a lobby area, with 
comfortable seating and a colorful 
collection of riverboat oil paintings, 
and the museum gift shop. 
The open elevated walkways not 
only link the various buildings 
together, but also reorient the visitor 
to the river nearby each time he walks 
from one unit to another. The walkway 
leading from the first building also 
serves as a display area for an 18th 
century dugout ferry that operated 
between Marietta and Fort Harmar. 
The middle exhibit building is 
dedicated to the “golden age of the 
steamboat.” These famous floating 
palaces of the last century have been 
represented with actual whistles, 
ship’s wheels, wood carving, din­ 
nerware, name plates, engine controls, 
bells and 19 intricately detailed scale 
models of famous steamboats. All of 
these exhibits surround the central 
core of the building with its 44-seat 
auditorium where “The River" is 
presented every 30 minutes. This story 
in sight and sound is told with 16 
projectors cast onto 8 separate 
screens. 
The final museum exhibit building 
relates the impact of the river on man 
and of man on the river. Visitors are 
presented with very clear choices 
which must be made soon if future 
generations are to have pure water 
available to them. Many models of 
modern tow boats are also displayed in 
this museum unit. 
A short walk across the courtyard 
and up an outstretched gangplank will 
bring you onboard the W. P. Snyder. 
Jr., a steam-powered, stern-wheeled 
towboat. Adults are fascinated by a 
walk through the engin® room of this

Rio Grande College admission of­ 
ficials say they have one of the most 
complete recruiting programs in the 
state. 
Don Reynolds of the admissions 
departm ent said techniques include 
advertising in high school newspapers, 
visiting guidance counselors and 
paying house calls to parents. 
“Once we get into the house, we feel 
w e can talk to mom and dad a little 
seriously about the dollars and cents 
involved in a college education.”

Most admissions directors say the 
personal touch is important, par­ 
ticularly in a prospect’s visit to the 
campus.

University. “ We feel that if we can get 
them to the campus, we have a very 
good chance.” 
But the problem often is bringing the 
school to the attention of the high 
school graduates.
